page editorial condemning 
the action. 
One of the McKinney 
new spapers, the C ourier- 
Gazette, carried an editorial 
on the front page of their 
W ednesday edition which 
said, 
“we 
feel 
that 
the 
commissioners stepped out 
of bounds Monday when they 
awarded a contract for two 
dump trucks for the county 
to a Dallas dealership " 
Admitting that the Dallas 
bid was the lowest, 
the 
editorial went on to say the 
savings was only $1,030. or 
3.9 percent. 
“With the money 
they 
saved on the two trucks 
maybe they could purchase 
some bumper stickers for all 
county vehicles which read, 
•Help 
Collin 
County 
Grow ..Buy in Dallas’.’’

At least 18 local thefts and 
burglaries

New Political 
Party Mused 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI )-- 
The leading figures of the 
A m erican 
conservative 
m ovem ent assem bled in 
Washington today to wrestle 
again with the question of 
establishing a new party to 
speak for the political right. 
The possibility of forming 
a national 
C onservative 
party 
has 
revived 
in 
recent months by a series of 
events: The defeat of many 
conservatives in the 
1974 
elections, the appointment of 
liberal Republican Nelson A. 
R ockefeller to the vice 
presidency and the move­ 
ment of President Ford to 
heavy deficit financing in his 
first budget. 
All these m atters will be 
discussed at a four-day 
C o n se rv a tiv e 
P o litic a l 
Action Conference under the 
sponsorship of the American 
Conservative Union and the 
Young 
A m ericans 
for 
Freedom. 
The sessions will draw the 
nation’s best-known con­ 
serv ativ e politicians and 
advocates. 
It does not seem likely that 
any formal action toward 
creation of a new party 
would be taken at the con­ 
ference, but political 
ob­ 
serv ers will be closely 
w atching the resolutions 


adopted by the participants 
Sunday 
and 
a

m eeting of conservatives

Plano received $30,000 to 
fund the salaries and fringe 
benefits for the new em ­ 
ployees. The new positions 
are totally funded by the 
federal government 
About 20 Collin County 
residents applied for the new 
jobs through the Texas 
Employment 
Commission. 
Two persons have been 
employed as jailers; one, in 
the municipal garage; one, 
in the street departm ent; 
and one, in parks m ain­ 
tenance. 


The city hopes to receive 
more funds to create other 
jobs in the near future.

Plano, 
Commissioner of Precinct 4

Cox 
Chevrolet

McKinney on Jan 6 
F rien d ly ’s bid Monday 
was $32,788.44 for the two 
trucks, while the Cox bid on 
the sam e day was $34,090.44 
On Jan. 6, bidding on vir­ 
tually identical trucks. Cox 
was awarded the bid for a 
price of $36,657.40. 
$2,000 Savings 
“So you see, 
the 
real 
savings was about $2,000 a 
truck,” Frisk commented 
“ You can’t tell me the price 
of dump trucks is going to 
drop $2000 in a one-month 
period.” 
Frisk went on to say that 
prior to his becoming a 
commissioner, all bids for 
vehicles 
carried 
a 
stipulation, “bids restricted 
to Collin 
County 
dealers 
only.” 
The result often was a 
solitary bid on items, ac­ 
cording to Frisk, with no 
indication as to whether or 
not a better price could be 
found. 
“We 
got 
that 
changed 
when 
I 
received 
authorization to bid for those 
trucks 
from 
the 
com ­ 
m issioners,” Frisk stated. 
“ My wife and I then sat 
down and made a list of 
autom otive 
dealers 
in 
Dallas, Tarrant and Denton 
Counties and asked that Bill 
(Eubanks, County Auditor) 


send bid invitations to them, 
as well ” 
Bids lowered 
Frisk claims that when the 
county automotive dealers 
learned bid invitations were 
going to outside-the-county 
dealers, they lowered their 
bids substantially. 
“Everyone of the Collin 
County bids came in $2000 to 
$3000 cheaper than before,” 
Frisk said Wednesday night 
“That includes Mahanay 
(International dealer), Cox 
(Chevrolet 
dealer) 
and 
Fischer (Ford dealer). It 
seems obvious to me that by 
going out of the county, not 
only did we get better trucks 
cheaper, but we also made 


the bids more competitive,” 
he added. 
Frisk also revealed that 
the trucks purchased from 
F riendly 
Chevrolet 
had 
several “extras” which were 
not charged to the county, 
such as custom cabs, radios 
and off-road tires.

“These are really nice 
trucks and I think they’re a 
lot 
b etter 
than 
Bailey 
(Commissioner Dickerson of 
P recinct I) got for his 
precinct a m onth ago,’ 
Frisk observed 
During the middle of last 
month. Frisk warned during 
a 
com m issioners 
court 
meeting that he would go 


outside the county for bids, if 
necessary. 
When it was commented 
that perhaps the money 
should 
stay 
within 
the 
county, he replied, “ If we’re 
only talking about $300 or 
$400 per truck, I'd vote to 
keep the money within the 
county. But if the difference 
is going to be $2000 or $3000. 
then I think we owe it to the 
taxpayers to go outside the 
county. I have a feeling this 
is what we’re going to find, 
he predicted. 
Frisk explained 
further 
Wednesday night that with 
the $4000 savings he could 
asphalt approximately one 
mile of county road. 
“ It costs about $5000 to 
$6000 to put in a good rock 
bed on a road, then a two- 
shot treatm ent of asphalt 
would cost about $4000 Now 
that’s where I want to see the 
money go~to improve the 
roads in my precinct, he 
concluded.

DEAR FOLLY — I have read of many household uses for 
pure lemon oil but in my area I can only get concentrated 
lemon oil Can anyone tell me what to mix with it to make 
it usable on furniture, tile, etc.0 — LORAINE. 
DEAR LORAINE — I am not familiar with the concen­ 
trated lemon oil and hope someone who is will write us 
about it. For years I have used a lemon oil furniture polish 
(quite inexpensive, too) that says on the label it is made 
from refined natural oil. This is applied to make a thin film 
and left about 15 minutes. Then the excess is removed with 
a soft cloth. Rub with the grain in the wood until no oil is 
visible on the surface. — POLLY.
